The officers elected for the year were president, Bruce Curtis; vice presi- 
dent, Albert Kivisto; secretary, Mary Allard; and treasurer, Beverly Baccei, 
Mrs, Fontaine was chosen our class sponsor. 

The music festival in the spring claimed four of our classmates. They 
were Ovid Boni, Bernice Steele* Elna Anderson and George Thompson, afl 
violinists. They stayed in Burlington for three days at cabins by the lake 
They say they have never been so cold before or since. 

We were fortunate that year and won first prize in the one act play 
contest. Our class produced, "The Ghost Story," George took the leading 
part and a star was born! Later we gave a repeat performance at Fair Haven 
High School, 

The athletes in our sophomore year were quite successful. Pete, Bunum, 
Vic, Andy, and Chuck played football. Bruce, Victor, Peter, Harold, George 
and Richard Phillips were on the baseball team which won the southern 
Vermont title and then got the runner-up trophy for the state. This was the 
first baseball trophy at Proctor in many years — if ever, We boasted four 
men on the varsity basketball squad* Harold Olson, Pete Kapitan, Victor 
Valach and Bruce Curtis. Bruce subbed as center, Bunum and Pete were 
forwards, and Vic played guard Kapitan and Gall us showed one of the 
best basketball combines, but nevertheless the Phantoms had bad luck and 
had to play off with Poultnev for a tourney berth Proctor lost this game and 
ended the season with another play-off loss to Poultnev for the M V. L 
championship. 

Along with June came our Sophomore Hop which was a loss financially 
hut a gain socially.

They had a fair season, ending 
up in about fourth place. 


We were more successful in basketball. We won the Marble Valley 
League; then, journeying to Barre, we were defeated in a close game bv West 
Rutland, our old rival There were four juniors on the first squad, Victor, 
Bruce Curtis. Harold, and Pete. Our class also won the interclass tournament 
by defeating the seniors. 

Bruce Curtis, Harold. Pete, Dick Phillips, George and Victor played 
baseball We- won a trophy for our section of the Marble Valley League but 
were defeated in the play-off by M. S. J. 

Our class took over the yearly junior duty of sponsoring the prize play 
contest. This resulted in our taking first prize with "The Trvsting Place.' 
here at Proctor We didn't do so well in Mtddlcbury, where we took fourth 
and last place. 

Our class was well represented at the Music Festival in Burlington. 
George Thompson. Ovid Bom and Elna Anderson played in the all-state 
orchestra while Bruce Curtis and Bruce Humphrey sang in the all-state glee 
club. Ovid was concert master for two selections On Saturday our glee 
club, quartet, and orchestra performed in various places throughout Burlington. 

Ovid Bom played a big part in filling the coffers of our class by presenting 
a violin concert that was well attended and received by the people of the 
town and Rutland. Jt was held at Rutland High School 

At the close of May our Junior Prom was held The decorations suggested 
a garden. They consisted of apple blossoms, potted trees, fences, and lawn 
furniture. We all worked hard to make it a success and it was just that.

A series of profitable events followed the play, sale of Christmas cards, 
tw'o or three food sales, several dances, and a Senior Balk Most classes 
in the past have gone into the red on formal dances. We came out on the top. 
The profit? Six cents. 

Six seniors were out for football in the fall, Pete Kapitan, Bunum Olson, 
Vic Valach, Bruce Curtis, Moose Thompson, and Andy Macek. In basketball 
these same seniors won the Marble Valley League championship with fourteen 
straight wins. They were narrowly defeated by West Rutland in an over- 
time period in the Southern Vermont Tournament. In the class B consolation 
game at Barre they defeated Waterburv, winning the consolation trophy. 

Elna Anderson was elected the D. A. R, girl of the class of 48. We 
wish to congratulate her. 

The class trip came in May. A tour-day week-end in New \ork was 
the reward for working so hard to earn the money.
